Top Highlights from our American Spaces

Nigerian Author Credits American Center Abuja in
Successful Book Publication

At a recent event to launch the new book, Credible Elections in United States and
Ghana: Lessons for Nigeria, Dr. Samuel A. Eziokwu, a human rights NGO leader,
credited his book’s successful publication to his decade-long access to American
Center Abuja’s scholarly resources. In the book’s acknowledgment, Dr. Eziokwu
wrote: “An international work of this nature would not be possible without
institutional support from U.S. Embassy Abuja, which granted me membership to
the information resource center, provided access to information, and exposed me
to online research skills.” His book captures the structures and nuances of
democracy in the United States and Ghana to show that stability and resilience in
Nigeria’s democracy is possible in the lead-up to Nigeria’s 2023 presidential
election.

REPS and Coordinator Feedback on Upcoming
Game Competition, Farmcraft 2023!

In a few weeks, we are poised to launch the third season of Farmcratft, a
worldwide gaming/eSports competition based on the popular Minecraft platform.
Farmcraft teaches students ages 8-18 about agricultural biotechnology and the
challenges that climate change brings to food security.

Video games are a $152 billion industry globally, engaging an estimated 2.5
billion gamers. In an effort to harness this medium, ECA is partnering with the
Bureau of Economic & Business Affairs and the North America Scholastic Esports
Federation (NASEF) to bring gaming into American Spaces and schools through
Farmcratft.

We would love more American Spaces to be involved in the upcoming
competition, and so we will be soliciting REPS' and Coordinators' feedback to
better understand the challenges and opportunities you may see with
participation.
